AS AVAILABLE. FOR BUDAPEST: IN LIGHT HEADQUARTERS WFDY 
YOUR CITY WOULD APPRECIATE YOUR CONTINUED SPECIAL ATTENTION

WE DO HOPE TO STIMULATE ON NON- ATTRIBUTABLE BASIS NON- 
POLEMICAL ACTIVITIES IN WEST BERLIN TO TAKE ADVANTAGE OF 
PROBABLE SPILLOVER THERE OF LARGE NUMBERS OF WEST EUROPEAN 
AND THIRD WORLD YOUTH AND WILL BE CONSULTING A FEW OTHER 
GOVERNMENTS ABOUT THIS POSSIBILITY. 

AFRICAN DELEGATES ARE EXPECTED TO ARRIVE IN EAST BERLIN
